Of the chemicals so far detected in/on containers, only ONE, PFOA has a final tox value, some other have ‘hazards’ of
various types identified, but not necessarily PODs. As for risk, would need Problem Formulation to be done to identify
exposure scenarios before could even contemplating a ‘relative’ or qualitative assessment of potential risk.
